Dove of Peace Hovers Over 
Mexico Pending Negotiations, 


REVOLT 1S ALMOST ENDED 


Opinion Prevails In City of Mexico and 
in Washington That There Will Be 
Early Peace In the Southern Re- 
public, 


Members of the peace commission, 
gays a dispatch from Wl Paso, Tex,, de- 
clared that the revolution in Mexico is 
as good as ended. 

General Francisco I, Madero agreed 
to an armistice, providing the govern- 
ment would rest all military opera. 
tions, and a favorable reply from the 
City of Mexico is regarded as a fore. 
gone conclusion. 

General Navarro, in advance of offi- 
efal orders, released the three United 


States citizens who have been prison- 
ers for some time Blatt, Converse and 
Brown—from the Juarez jail. These 


men had been confined there for eight 
weeks for alleged partictpa‘ion in the 
revolution. 

The peace envoys met with General 
Madero {n a small adobe house just 
across the river from the smelter, and 
the latter repeated to them his state. 
ment, earlier given to the Associated 
Press, that he does not insist on the 
resignation of President Diaz as essen- 
tial to negotiations for peace, Thus 
the keystone of the arch of opposition 
to end the revolution dropped from ita 
place. 

teneral Madero said all he will in-

It is known that many facts hitherto 
unknown to General Madero were im- 
parted to him.

TEN MILLIONS ADDED. 


Returns Made to Government by Geor- 
gia Corporations.” 

tecorgia corporations will pay the 
government probably $100,000 more in 
taxes this year than they did last 
year, Henry §. Jackson, internal rey- 
enue collector for Georgia, believes 
that the government will get about 
$350,000 from Georgia corporations. 
Last year’s collections from the cor- 
porations were about $250,000. 

The government taxes corporations 
at the rate of 1 per cent. on all of their 
net income that is In excess of $5,000. 
So far, about 6,000 corporations have 
made returns to Mr. Jackson. This 
probably is 1,000 more than made re- 
turns last year. 

The collection of $850,000 in corpora- 


' tion tax will show that the net income 
| over $5,000 of Georgia corporations 


during last year was $35,000,000. Last 
year’s collection showed that the cor- 
porate income was $25,000,000. An In. 
crease of $100,000 in taxes would indi. 


| cate an increase of $10,000,000 in net 


income. 
The increase in taxes will be due 


‘ partly to a more systematized collec. 


tion of the tax and partly to an in- 
crease in the number of corporations 
in Georgia and the business they do. 
All corporations were required te 
make returns to the government by 
March 31, These returns were a state- 
ment of what business they did last 
year. Taxes must be paid by the end 
of June, which will be the end of the 
government’s fiscal year.
